The Coming Cotton Conference. 
A dispatch from Boston in yester- 


day’s Constitution reported J: R. 


MacColl, president of the New Eng- 
land Manufacturers’ Association, as 
denying in an interview certain re- 
marks attributed to President Harvie 
Jordan, of the Southern Cetton Asso- 
Ciatfon, in a recent speech made by 
the Jatter in Atlanta, relative to the 
approaching conference in New York 
of the cotton growers and spinners. 

President Jordan, according to 
President MacColl, was quoted as 
Saying: “Now these spinners have to 
come to us to ask for a conference 
with the view of arriving at a satis- 
factory price for cotton.” 

President MacColl took exception 
to the foregoing alleged public decla- 
ration of President Jordan, averring 
that the association of which he is 
the head did not take the initiative in 
bringing about the coming conference 
between the growers and the spin- 
ners, but that, on the contrary, the 
initiative was on the part of Secre- 
tary Cheatham, of the Southern Cot- 
ton Association, who at the last an- 
nual meeting of the New England 
Manufacturers’ Association, in Atlan- 
tic City, suggested a conference be- 
tween the two great organizations for 
mutual good. 


Whether President Jordan was cor- | 


rectly quoted or not, it seems to us 
that President MacColl’s statement is 
ill-advised and entirely unnecessary. 
It is hardly in the interest of the good 
feeling that should exist between the 
two organizations upon the eve of so 
important a conference. The point 
raised is entirely immaterial. 


It is enough that the Southern Cot- | 


ton Association and the New England 
Manufacturers’ Association are to get 
together in -a joint conference that 
will consider questions of mutual in- 
terest, the solution of which means 
mutual benefit. It does not matter 
in the slightest degree which organi- 
zation took the initiative in bringing 
about the conference. FEither could 
have taken it with entire propriety 
and with no reason for sensitiveness 
on the score of making the first ad- 
vances. 

If the Southern Cotton Association 
suggested the conference, as the pres- 
ident of the New England Manufac- 
turers’ Association asserts, good for 
the Southern Cotton AsSociation! It 
has shown the right kind of spiri 
and its good intentions. We do not 
believe that President Jordan meant 
to convey the impression that his 
organization was forcing the Néw 
England spinners to terms in the 
matter of the proposed conference. 

President Jordan has all along ad- 
vocated cooperation between the Spin- 
ner and the planter in eliminating 
the speculative gamblers who make 
both their prey, and this, as we un- 
derstand it, is the purpose of the con- 
ference. Being so heartily in favor 
of the two interests getting together 
along the lines suggested, it is not 
at all likely that President Jordan 
would say anything calculated to

CHARLES JEFFERSON TALKS - 


OF HIS, FAMOUs FATHER 


Gives an Interesting History of th: moulding of the 
Present Rip Van Winkt Play. 


fF his distinguished father, the tats 
O Joseph Jefferson, that great Amer- 
ican, who made Rip Van Winkle 
one of the greatest stage characters 
known to English-speaking theatergoers, 
Cc, B. Jefferson, his eldest son, and for 
vears his father’s business manager, 
talks most interestingly when 
into a reminiscent vein. 

At the Piedmont, Mr. Jefferson last 
night threw back his head against the 
cushioned top of an easy chair, and, clos- 
ing his eyes, related more interesting ep- 
isodes of his father’s life, his grandfath- 
er’s life, his grewt-grandfather’s life and 
his great-great-grandfather’s life. 

And it #0 happens that this Mr. Jef- 
ferson, the eldest son of the Jate Joseph, 
is a Georgia-born American, and it was 
in Georgia he made his first appear- 
ance upon the stage, and in Georgia he 
was last seen behind the footlights. Ma- 
con wag Mr. Jefferson's cradle, Savannah 
his place of debut, and Augusta his 
place of retirement. . 


‘My father was just twenty-one years, 


of age when TI wes born in Macon,”’ 
said Mr Jefferson. “He was then play- 
ing a week's engagement in that town, 
and went from there to Savannah, leav- 
ing my mother behind with me until we 
were able to travel. It was in Savan- 
nah ‘we joined my father, and I ‘was sent 
on as a property babe. I made 4 fail- 
In Augusta,’ I repeated that fall-

“While unseasonable weather adversely 
affects retail trade and reorders from

transportation, Spring trade really shows 
rather more than usual life, requests for 
prompt shipments beimg in evidence ear- 
lier than usual. Clearance sales are a 
feature of retail lines, and the season as 
a whole in heavy. Wearing apparel has 
been- so far disappointing. Collections 
north and west feel this influence like- 
wise. Bank clearings break all records 
for a holiday period reflecting heavy 
end-of-the year disbursements and stock 
speculation.

There seems to be a general concensus of 
opinion that 1906 promises exceedingly 
well in all lines of trade and igdustry. 

‘“Snowfalls and slightly colder weather 
in the northwest are welcomed for their 
present and future effect on trade.

Southern trade reports are relatively the 
best of all, reflecting as they do good 
cotton prices and an advance of money 
among the farmers.
